Water Rations 


HE Colony'’s witor 
, situation has again 
become grave, calling for 
the most stringent restric- 
tlona. That our rainfall may 
well be as much as 12 
inches below the average at 
the end of this mouth fs 
auitclent justification for 
the latest cut in domeatic 
supplies. On the other 
hand, there js no call for 
panic, Failure of the late 
apring ruins ix no new cx- 
perlence in Hongkong. Lust 
year the Colony suffered a 
temporary drought during 
June, then in the following 
three months received all 
the rainfall required te 
make the reservuirs over- 
flew, The vagaries of the 
weather, however, do more 
seriously ouffect ound in- 
convenience Hongkong than 
most other party of the 
world and any abnormal 
shortage of rain demands 
Immediate onetien in the 
ralloning of water supplies. 
Aa from tomorrow, the 
Colony's  domestle water 
supply is to be reduced to 
four hours daily, and the 
Water Authority has 
decided that the community 
as a whole will derive the 
maximum benefit from those 
drastic rations if they are 

spread over oa straight 
four-hour period jin the 

early evening. We, and the 

Colony generally, bew ta 
the wisdom of the experts 
In this matter of deciding 

which Is the most effective 

method of duling out water 
radions, although it is herd 
for the Jayman to concede 
that the whole daily supply 
should be made available 
over one period and not 
split Into early morning and 
early evening allotments. 

It seems, however, that the 

experts nre antisfled there 

wilh be a more cqultable 
supply oof water and less 
wastage if the daily ration 

is made available over a 
vingle period, and if they 
be right, there can be no 

complaints, Customarily, 

ands rightly, the Water 

Authority requests the 

public to avotd any sort of 

water wastage, Ky the sume 
token it must be emphasised 
that the PWD also sees to 
it that all unnecessary 
leakages in water mains are 
eliminated. The Authorities 
might also, with some profit 
to our storage, apply some 
rationing to water being 
used in construction work.

Unlike the defenders of Dien 
Blen Phu, French troops in the 
@elta are not surrounded by 
hostile territory. Equipment ond 
reinforcements can be supplied 
by sca and land routes.—Reuter.

Singapore, May 18. 

Usually reiilable sources in 
close touch with Indo-China 
developments reported today 
that Communist Vietminh 
forces now hold nearly two- 
thirds of the villages inside 
tho French defence perimater 
of the Hanoi Red River delta, 

Indo-China’s richest area. 
The sources said that mora 


than 100,000 Communist troops 
have infiltrated the outer 
French defence linc and now 
control more than 4,000 of tha 
strategic delta’s 6,492 vilinges. 

Official French figures show, 
this is a 27 per cent increase in 


the number of delta villages to 
come under Red domination 
since the first of the year. 

The 100,000 Red troops in the 
area do not include the victori- 
ous force of 40,000 crack Com- 
munist troops which recently 
conquered Dien Bien Phu and 
are now speeding east toward 
me embattled delta, the sources 
said.

Hanoi, May 18. 


A French High Command statement here tonight gave the first 
official news that a Vietminh army of 30,000 men is marching on the Red 
River delta, last French bastion in northern Indo-China. 

The High Command announced that 
lorries carrying the troops as they passed along Highway 41 from Dien 
Bien Phu, which fell to the Vietminh on May 7. 

Planes resumed their attacks on the highway after the High Com- 
mand suspended an agreement for the evacuation of wounded at the 
This agreement had prevented air attacks against the road.

250 Miles High

Communist attack on Asia,”

LESSONS OF THE PAST 


“It behoves all Colonial 
Powers to read the lessons of 
tho last elght years. They 
need to be applied in Africn as 
to Asia, Here again, I may 
claim that the Labour Govern- 
ment has blazed the trall.”

London, “May 18. 


Complaints about interference with the frec- 
dom of the press have been made in the past year 
to the Commonwealth Press Union by four Com- 
monwealth countries — Pakistan, India, Australia 
and Trinidad — the Union’s annual report states. 

The Union is an organisation of Common- 
wealth newspapers through which press _pro- 
prietors and chief executives from all over the 
Commonwealth unite to safeguard the interests of 


their profession. 


The report is to be presented to 


its annual meeting on June 1.

Washington, May 18. 

An American Congressman has proposed an 
increase in Japan’s trade with the non-Communist 
world and has asked the Government to enter into 
a reciprocal trade agreement with the Tokyo 
rovernment. 

The agreement has been proposed by Mr 
Robert Kean (Republican, New Jersey), a high 
ranking member of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the House of Representatives which 
deals with tariff legislation and a strong supporter 
in Congress of President Eisenhower's trade pro- 
yvramme, 

A plea’ by Mr Kean in support of the measure 
was published today in the Congressional record. 


“Japan must engage in international trade to live,” he 
said in a statement,

Increased tradc 
would provide the economic 
basis upon which Japan could 
bulld her own defence effort.” 

Mr Kean said that it had 
been tho aim. of the United 
States Government to obtain 
full Japanese accession to the 
General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade. 

Provisions in the bill would 
facilitate multilateral tariff 
negotiations within the Genoral 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
and with Japan (which is still 
not a full contracting party to 
GATT) which would bring still 
nearer that full accession of 
Japon to the General Agreement. 

“The accession of Japan to 
GATT will mean that trade 
between Japan and GATT coun- 
triss of the free world will be 
conducted on o basis of non- 
discrimination,” he said, 

“It will mean that Japan has 
been accepted by the countries

the Sih Nam School, of 1 Oaklands Path, Upper Levels, continued before 
the Full Court this morning. , ; 

The appeal was brought against a judgment of Sir Gerard Howe, 
Chief Justice, who ruled in favour of the plaintiff (the respondent) with 
costs, in an action for possession of tke property. 


The orlginal action related to 
the alleged sale of the property 
during the Japanese occupation, 

The Full Court comprises Mr 
Justice J. R. Gregg, Pulse 
Judge, and Mr Justice J, Rey- 
nokis, Acting Puisne Judge. 

The appellunts are Chu Yam- 
on, schoolmaster, und Cheung 
Lamechou, headmaster, both of 
the Sih Nam School. They are 
represented by Mr John McNeill, 
Qc, and Mr S. V. Gittins, both 
instructed by Mr F. H. Loseby. 

Named as second defendant 
in the original nection was Leung 
Sal-foon, schoolmaster, who was 
stated in evidence during the 
hearing to have died prior to the
